This is tops 
so far for 1949 and barely below 
the one-time goal of ‘sixty million 
jobs.” 

Compared with May, these were 
the basic changes in June: 

Employment Up 

The labor force increased by 1,- 
415,000 employment went up 925,- 
000 and unemployment increased 
489,000. 

The June total of jobless was 
the greatest since the 4,000,000 
figure in February, 1942. 

In preparing its round figures, 
the bureau counts a figure ex- 
ceeding 500 as 1,000. Similarly, 
it drops any figure under 500. 
Today this procedure worked out 
so that the figures on new em- 
ployment and new unemployment 
are, when combined, 1,000 less 
than that for the labor force in- 
crease. 

Look Better 

The statistics looked better 
than some government experts had 
anticipated. They had feared the 
4,000,000 mark in unemployment 
might be topped in June. 

Of the 925,000 additional jobs 
developing in June, 721,000 were 
on farms and 204,000 elsewhere. 

The increase in non-farm jobs 
was a cheery development. It 
ended a steady decline that began 
in December and has been the 
main point of concern over the 
labor situation since the decline 
reflected reduced industrial pro- 
duction and factory worker lay- 
offs. 

Weak Point 

Compared with last year, the 
data was less bright. Between 
June of 1948 and of 1949, there 
was, in round figures, a 1,500,000 
decrease in total employment and 
a@ practically identical increase in 
unemployment. 

The non-farm sector of the 
economy was the weak point. Em- 
ployment there was down by 2,- 
000,000, while farm employment 
was up. 

The bureau said there was only 
a “slight decline” in the number 
of people working ‘full time,” 
that is tor 35 hours or more per 
week. 

The bureau had been under crit- 
icism from some quarters, espe- 
cially from unions, for what the 
critics call ‘“‘understating” the ex- 
tent of unemployment. 

The critics cite that the bureau 
counts as employed all persons 
working one, hour or more weekly 
for pay or profit.

China Orders 
Navy to Shoof 
To Sink Ships 


CANTON, China (®)—The Chi- 


nese Nationalist cabinet tonight 
authorized its navy to sink any 
ships resisting search in connec- 
tion with the Nationalist ‘‘clo:ure” 
of Communist-held ports. 

Unspecified rewards were of- 
fered for crews sinking ships that 
use Communist ports. Any ships 
coming out of Communist ports 
“intending to seek Nationalist 
protection,” were directed to fly 
the Nationalist flag and head for 
the nearest Nationalist port or 
warship. 


' Merely “Closure” 

This effort to tighten the block- 
ade, whreh is not technically a 
blockade but merely a “closure” 
of certain ports, followed an offi- 
cial reply to a United States note 
rejecting the closing order. 

The reply stated it was the Chi- 
nese government’s “sovereign 
right” to close ports and expressed 
hope that the United States would 
help in preventing “any untowar 
incident.” ‘ 

In Washington, state depart- 
ment officials said the U. S. note 
was basic American policy and 
the Chinese note won’t change it. 
They added, however, that the 
Chinese note will be studied care- 
fully. betore. any further move. 
made. 

Run Blockade 

In view of the U. S. position, 
American shippers could try to 
run the blockade because there is 
nothing in government policy to 
stand in the way. If their ships 
were damaged, they could make 
claims against the Chinese gov- 
ernment. 

“In stating its position,” the 
note said, “the Chinese govern- 
ment wishes to assure the United 
States government that in the 
execution of the closure order it 
will undertake to do its best to 
avoid any unnecessary hardships 
or loss to nationals of the United 
States.”

Gets 40 Months fo 10 Years Term 


WASHINGTON, (/P) A federal judge, branding Judith 
Coplon as a woman who attempted to “betray” her country 
—and recalling Benedict Arnold—sentenced her to prison to- 


The sentence was 40 months to 10 years. 


“She violated a high trust,” the 
judge said after hearing the for-» 
mer justice department worker 
say she had not had a fair trial. 

“She was in a highly confiden- 
tial position. She attempted” to 
betray the country although she 
had taken a loyalty oath,” 

Recalls Arnold 

The judge remarked that ‘“com- 
parisons are odious” and he did 
not want to make any—but he 
recalled that Benedict Arnold 
was “one of the bravest men who 
fought in the revolution—a brave 
and fearless soldier—yet who in 
the end became a traitor to ‘his 
country”. 

The tiny brunette former jus- 
tice departrnaent worker heard the 
sentence unflinchingly. ; 

A short time before hearing her 
penalty, she made an. impassion- 
ed statement to Federal Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves, but she did n 
ask for mercy. . 

Two Sentences 


Actually, Judge Reeves passed 
two sentences—40 months to 10 
years on the first (spying) count 
of the indictment against her, and 
one to three years on the second 
(theft of secrets) count. 

He stipulated, however, that the 
sentences be served concurrently. 

Just before passing sentence, 
Judge Reeves said: 

“I thoroughly approve of the 
verdict of the jury.” 

«Judge Reeves ordered ° Miss 
Coplon to post a new bond of 
$20,000. 

Her old bond here—$10,000— 
automatically expired with the 
passing of sentence. 3 

Eligible for Parole 

She also is under $20,000 bond 
in an espionage conspiracy case 
in New York. ; 

Under today’s sentence, Miss 
Coplon would, be eligible to apply 
for parole in 40 months, should 
she lose the appeal her attorney 
announced would be made. 5 

Miss Coplon told the judge that 
she did not think she had receiv- 
ed a fair trial. ‘ 

“T understand that I can plead 
for mercy,” the former political 
analyst in the justice department 
began. 

“That I will not do... To me 
that would be an admission . of 
guilt. 

“I'm innocent—the Kelleys and 
the Wheartys may gloat, but I 
am innocent.” Loar. 

She referred to the prosecutors, 
John M. Kelley, Jr., and Raymond 
P. Whearty.
